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GERMANtilAS 
eSELF TO BLAME

Paris, May 23 — Gennany's econom- 
ic status under the peace treaty terms 
is the reswlt of her behavior, particu- 
larly through her ruthless submarine 
warfare, the allies informed Von 
Brockdorfl-Rantaoz, answering hia 
note on tiie economic questions. The 
allied annrer, made pwlie today with 
the text of tiie Goraini note, is nega- 
tive. It points oat that the Gennaa 
plea is exaggerated and ignores Ute 
f^dunental consideiationa which led 
to imposition of the terms. It de- 
clares German submarines sunk near- 
ly 13,000,000 tons of world shipping 
of whidi the allies hope to make Ger- 
many repay only 4,000,000 tons. Re- 
sponsibility for this shortage is plac- 
e\i directly upon Germany and the 
German share in replacing is. called 
"my BMidemte." 

An sweri ng the German plea that 
Germany ■will be called upon to feed 
67,00M00 persons, it declares the 
peace treaty takes 6,000,000 out of 
German controL It adds that German 
agriculture is in better shape than 
that of Poland, Belgium, and North- 
em France where Ok fighting was 
heaviest. 

The German figures as to loss of 
certain necessary commodities. The 
allies reply they can import them. 

On the question of fud, tiie allies 
assert the coal fields taken in j>ay- 
ment for the fMcnetim of fhe 
fields still kanter 
fuel 

Germany complains the peace terms 
are a "death sentence" for the Ger- 
man people. The allies reply that all 
countries are suffering as a result of 
the war and see no reason why Ger- 
many, which was responsible for the 
war, should not suffer. 

The Germans figures as to loss in 
population dne fo the blockade and 
speculation as to what will hi^pen to 
her population in the future are de- 
clared falladons. 

Meanwhile the allies point out that 
Gennany will have every opportunity 
to make her world position both sta- 
ble and prosi>eroas. She has not suf- 
fered from pillage and devastation 
and there will be a saving from a re- 
duction of armaments and size of the 
army in the turning of the armament 
population to works of peace.

m CROSS NURSE 
SAVES GREK SOUUEB 

(Sr Associated Press) 

Drama. Macedonia, May 23 — With a 
razor, a spool of cotton thread and a 
small portion of ether and choloroform 
Miss Maria P. Kouroyen, an American 
Red Cross nurse, performed a life or 
death operatioa bare as the reaolt of 
which and her other erraads Of mercy 
she has come to be known as the 
"American angel," by the homeless and 
starving Greek refugees. 

Born of Greek parents, Miss Kour- 
oyen is a graduate nurse of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital in Boston. 
Because of her knowledge of Greek the 
American Red Cross sent here to Mace- 
donia, where typhus, small pox, and 
cholera tread on each other's heels and 
where the refugees bury their dead 
bneath the dirt floors of their shell- 
shattered shacks so that tbe bread 
cards of the dead member of xheir fam- 
ily shall not b« taken op. 

A Oredc aiddler. one of ^ose l^s 
had been crushedr was -brought to the 
box car on a railroad siding in which 
Miss Kouroyen was living. Something 
had to be done for him at once. 

Miss Kouroyen spent no time in talk- 
ing. Borrowing a razor from Lieut. 
Abner J. Cobb, of Denver, Col., an 
American Red Cross field worker, who 
was shaving by candlelight in the box 
car. Miss Kouroyen anesthetized her 
patient with her small supply of ether 
and choloroform, and performed an 
amputation, using cotton thread to "tie 
off" the arteries and veins. 

Despite the prophecy of a local doc 
tor that the aged patient would not 
live through the night. Miss Kouroyen 
sometime later received a visit from 
her patient. He liad an American ar- 
tificial Itanb made for him in tlke-Almer- 
ican Red Cross artificial factory for 
Greek mutiles in AthensL
